After  a  short  while,  the  remaining 
candidates  also  cinched  their  vic¬ 
tories.  Herman  Jerry  defeated 
George  Carter  112  votes  to  85  in  the 
race  for  vice-president.  In  the  race 
for  secretary,  which  was  the  closest, 
Tom  Kuchta  polled  19  votes  more 
than  Mary  Stokes,  defeating  her  108 
to  89.  Julian  Perez,  running  unop¬ 
posed  for  treasurer,  collected  187 
votes.  The  difference  in  the  total 
number  of  votes  for  the  various  of¬ 
fices  is  attributed  to  several  “no¬ 
votes.’’ 

Present  Student  Council  President 
Phil  Seroczynski  began  the  proceed¬ 
ings  by  stating  that  the  ballots  would 
be  kept  on  file.  He  also  said  that 
anyone  could  re-check  the  votes  at 
any  time. 

As  each  vote  was  recorded,  a 
number  was  checked  off  on  the 
blackboard  so  it  would  not  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  re-check  the  votes  several

Mr.  Donald  Horn 
Addresses  Students 

On  Wednesday,  April  4,  members 
of  the  retail  sales  class  and  Com¬ 
merce  Club  heard  Mr.  Donald  Horn 
speak  on  retail  selling  and  person¬ 
nel  management.  He  was  intro¬ 
duced  by  Mr.  John  Quinn,  operating 
manager  of  Wieboldt’s  Department 
Store  located  in  Chicago  at  Harlem 
and  Irving  Avenues. 

Mr.  Horn  rose 
from  personnel 
manager  to  op¬ 
erating  manager- 
in  a  short  time. 

He  manages 
Wieboldt’s  West 
Side  store. 

He  graduated 
from  Missouri 
University  and 
received  his 
master’s  degree 
from  the  University  of  Arkansas. 
His  only  previous  sales  experience 
was  Christmas  work  which  he  did 
before  he  was  hired  by  Wieboldt’s. 
He  credits  his  rise  in  the  organiza¬ 
tion  to  the  excellent  training  pro¬ 
gram  of  Wieboldt’s. 

He  stated  that  there  are  good  op¬ 
portunities  for  students  in  retail 
sales.  But  one  the  thing  that  must 
be  kept  in  mind  is  that  executives 
frown  upon  specialization  in  retail 
sales.  They  feel  the  most  important 
thing  is  a  liberal  arts  education. 

He  went  on  to  say  that  liking  peo¬ 
ple  is  essential  to  being  successful 
in  retail  selling.  Ability  to  get  along 
with  people  is  the  most  important 
factor  for  success. 

There  are  certain  requirements 
iieed  to  hold  a  supervisory  posi¬ 
tion  :  first,  one  must  get  along  with 
people  in  such  a  way  as  to  bring  out 
their  best  capabilities;  second,  one 
must  start  at  the  bottom  in  the  or¬ 
ganization.  One  must  have  had 
some  experience  in  selling.  The 
customer  sets  the  tone  in  selling. 
Yet  If  one  does  not  know  how  to 
handle  customers,  one  can’t  succeed 
in  retailing. 

The  most  important  job  in  person¬ 
nel  management  is  to  act  as  a  host 
to  all  the  people  who  come  into  the 
store.  The  personnel  manager  is  re¬ 
quired  to  screen  people  who  apply 
for  jobs.  He  also  is  required  to  de¬ 
velop  a  plan  for  training  these  in¬ 
dividuals.
